board reassured them that the landscaping would be 
unharmed. 

The board agreed to provide the Battistellis with a 
copy of the plans once they are complete, and give them 
plenty of opportunity to address the matter once more 
specifics are known. 

Next, the board met with David Mclntyre Jr. and 
Dave Andrews along with Town Counsel Daniel Perry in 
regards to The Bay Club's offer to swap land in Tinkham 
Forest. Selectman Andrews excused himself from the 
discussion, due to his brother's involvement in the 
project. 

A plan for a project is underway that includes 600 
acres within Mattapoisett that runs along Route 195 East 
along the Marion town line, and Route 6 up to North 
Street. The project will include an 18-hole golf course, 
tennis courts, a fitness facility, 180 homes scattered 
throughout the area, a function facility, and an equestrian 
center. The project will encompass portions of Tinkham 
Forest, which the developers would like to see become a 
part of the grounds. At present, the property is land 
locked. 

Mr. Mclntyre proposed a swap of land with the 
town that included approximately 108 acres, with a 
potential for 15 to 18 home lots, making 25 to 30 percent 
of the land uplands for Tinkham Forest, which is approxi- 
mately 20 acres.

At 7:05 pm the board opened a Pole Hearing 
upon an emergency request from N-Star for utility work 
on Mill Street near the Mattapoisett town line. Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock noted the work had already been done, but a 
pole hearing was required nevertheless. The board 
unanimously approved the request, but asked for clarifi- 
cation on why the work was deemed "an emergency." 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received: 

• Letter from Jay Ryder of the Marion Business 
Community Association (MBCA) regarding the Annual 
Christmas Stroll to be held on Sunday, December 15 from 
3:00 to 6:00 pm. Mr. Ryder also requested that the follow- 
ing streets be blocked off to traffic during this event: Front 
Street from South Street to Holmes Lane; Main Street from 
School Street to Front Street; Cottage Street from School 
Street to Front Street; and Island Wharf Road (except for 
normal parking). The board unanimously approved the 
street-closing request and sanctioned the stroll for Decem- 
ber 15. 

• Letter from Susanne Weber voicing her con- 
cerns over the proposed Marion Historic District. As 
noted in an attached letter from Ms. Enroth- Whitlock, the 
board voted on September 17 to postpone action on the 
Historic District to allow additional time to garner input 
from residents. 

• Letter from Susan Schwager, Director of the 
Marion Council on Aging (COA), requesting that the 
Boston Post Cane continue to be lent out to the oldest 
citizen in the Town of Marion as was done in past prac- 
tice. The board recently voted to bestow the traditional 
honor on Marion's eldest citizen, but retain the cane itself 
for fear of not getting it returned once the person passes 
on. 

"Well over 50 percent (of other communities) 
have lost their canes, which we thought was a pretty poor

track record," said Chairman Bryant. "We were afraid that 
the same fate might happen here." 

"It's hard to know what's going to happen (to the 
cane)," Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said, noting that the cane is 
currently in the town's possession. "(The COA) would 
still like to have a plaque (in Town Hall)." 

"I'm of two minds," Selectman Pierce said. "I like 
preserving this tradition ... it's something we've done 
pretty consistently and it's a shame not to (continue). I 
think having the plaque here in perpetuity is nice ... (but) I 
can see from a citizen's point of view, if they've attained 
the actual honor they'd like to have the cane." 

The actual presentation, according to Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock, is usually done in a formal ceremony with 
officials and family members present. 

"I think we can say we're not adverse to (loaning 
out the cane)," Selectman Jeffrey said, "but we need some 
way of keeping track of it. I think we should set a time 
limit within which to get the cane back." 

With that, the board unanimously approved the 
COA's request to allow the Boston Post Cane to be lent 
out to the oldest citizen in Marion, with the stipulation 
that it be returned within 60 days of the person's passing 
to ensure the next person gets the honor.

Under the Town Administrator's report, Ms. 
Enroth- Whitlock reviewed the five articles on the Novem- 
ber 4 Special Town Meeting warrant, including an article 
to support "The Marion Homes Program" (SI); an article 
to transfer funds to Habitat for Humanity (S2); reduction 
in the town's share of the ORR School debt from $353,370 
to $327,217 (S3); adoption of Massachusetts laws to 
establish an account for the upkeep and maintenance of 
school buildings (S4); and endorsement of the Open Space 
Acquisition Committee's purchase of three parcels of land 
totaling 97.6 acres (S5). 

In other matters, the board: 

• Voted to terminate the recent water ban upon a 
recommendation from the Department of Public Works 
(DPW), having noted the recent increase in rainfall. 

• Voted to approve an emergency request to 
locate a trailer at 157 Wareham Road while construction of 
a house is being done on the site for a renewable six- 
month period. 

• Discussed a recent notification from owners of 
the parking lot adjacent to the Marion General Store that 
they plan to terminate their short-term, two-year lease 
with the Town of Marion on October 31, 2002. The lease 
had previously allowed the lot to be used for public 
parking. "Are we to infer that parking will be limited to 
patrons of the General Store and antiques store?" asked 
Chairman Bryant.

the lot was needed for patron parking and it is often 
packed. 

"The problem is, what is going to happen with 
(public) parking?" Selectman Jeffrey said. "People are 
going to try and park anywhere and everywhere. If you 
have all these cars, they are not just suddenly going to 
disappear. We need to take action to see what we can do 
to alleviate this, knowing there aren't a lot of alterna- 
tives." 

"We're not going to have any growth in the 
village at all without some parking ease," Selectman 
Pierce agreed. 

"This is a major change to the downtown parking 
and traffic pattern," Chairman Bryant said. 

Sensing a potential problem, the board voted to 
send a letter to the owners to request that before they 
make any changes in policy, they notify the town so they 
would have ample time to address the potential impact. 
They also suggested a 60-day time frame in which to find 
an alternative solution. 

"I would hate to see the vitality of the village 
suffer because of a lack of parking," Selectman Pierce 
said. 

• Voted to authorize the expenditure of $89,396.95 
in Chapter 90 highway funding from the state. 

• Discussed the pending closing and capping of 
the town landfill on Benson Brook Road. "It was never 
closed with the required procedures," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock noted. A public meeting on the matter will be 
scheduled sometime in November, with a date to be 
determined. 

• Authorized the signing of a "Notice to Proceed" 
on the Creek Road project, with completion set for May, 
2003. "They can get it done to make it passable (by 
November)," Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "But they'll have 
to come back and finish a few things in the spring." 

At 8:30 pm the board unanimously voted to go 
into Executive Session and would thereafter adjourn for 
the evening. Their next regular meeting is scheduled for 
Tuesday, October 29 at 7:00 pm.

SIGNS OF ILLNESS 

I just took over the care of my grandfather's dog. 
What are some of the signs of illness that I should 
look for? 

First, choose one of the veterinarians in your 
area and make sure that your new dog has his 
annual vaccinations and heartworm test. 
Then, signs of illness usually include a change 
in his routine. You may notice: loss of appetite, 
vomiting, diarrhea, nasal discharge, coughing, 
excessive thirst, frequent urination, pale or 
bleeding gums, excessive scratching or licking, 
and lumps or growths on or under the skin, 
Limping and reluctance to move are signs of 
pain and discomfort.

that look like they came from another time. She states: 
"Every print I make is different. Although I can reproduce 
an image from a slide more than once, no two prints are 
exactly alike, due to a number of variables which cannot 
be precisely controlled. The images I make are usually 
related to the natural world. I capture things on paper 
that strike me as beautiful or graphic." 

Ms. Robertson said the transfer process begins 
with an image shot on slide film. She then takes the slide 
image and reshoots it onto Polaroid film. Instead of 
waiting for all the ink to transfer to the positive side of the 
film, she rips apart the print early and uses the ink left on 
the negative side of the image. "I brayer this ink onto a 
receptor surface," she said. "Then it is left to dry or 
sometimes manipulated by removing or blending inks or 
by adding watercolors to the image." 

The three-person show runs through November 
15. The galleries are open to the public, Tuesday through 
Friday, 1:00 to 5:00 pm, and Saturday, 10:00 am to 2:00 pm.

Road Rules

The Rules of Attraction. Starring James Van Der 
Beek and Shannyn Sossamon. Directed by Roger 
Avary. Running time: 104 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall. 

You will see very few — probably no — movies this year that 
play with the film medium as joyfully, and with as much reckless 
elegance, as The Rules of Attraction. I want this movie on DVD 
tomorrow so I can watch it on a loop over and over; I loved every 
jagged, unstable minute of it even when a headache that kicked in 
about halfway through (not induced by the movie) forced me to 
squint through much of the proceedings. Of course, you need to 
realize two things going in: There's no story, and there are no 
characters you'd find interesting for more than thirty seconds in 
real life. That's par for the course with material that originated from 
Bret Easton Ellis, the zombie Dostoyevsky of the Brat Pack. But 
writer-director Roger Avary — like Mary Harron, who worked 
similar magic with Ellis' American Psycho two years ago — performs 
a dazzling feat of alchemy on the base metals of Ellis' unreadable 
1987 novel. 

The action is largely confined to debauchery and unrequited 
yearning, and unfolds mostly on and around the campus of Camden 
College, where the education seems to be solely the sexual variety 
(and varieties), and lessons are learned in bedrooms rather than 
classrooms. But it's not all lust: mass quantities of drugs and alcohol 
are consumed before, after, and during the sex, and occasionally an 
unselfish human emotion does peek through the fog before dying 
of loneliness. But mainly we're watching Sean (James Van Der 
Beek), who has the hots for Lauren (Shannyn Sossamon), who has 
the hots for Victor (Kip Pardue) .... Ellis and Avary can expound on 
the satirical weight of this stuff all they want, but this is essentially 
a postmodern Archie comic — Sean even has a Jughead in the form 
of the bisexual Paul (Ian Somerhalder), who has the hots for him — 
and Avary rightly treats it as such. 

I was not among the admirers of Avary's first film, 1994's self- 
consciously vicious Killing Zoe. It was clear to me that Avary had 
talent (he did have a hand in writing Pulp Fiction, after all), but 
Killing Zoe seemed too, well, Tarantino-esque; I wondered if Avary 
had a voice of his own. Taking off from Ellis' monotone, Avary 
spreads his wings and sings. To confuse the Dawson's Creek fans in 
the audience, Avary plays what seems like half the first reel 




backwards, doubling back to show the same party three different 
ways. A split-screen scene between Sean and Lauren ends with the 
neatest camera trick I've seenin a movie since the forced perspective 
in The Fellowship of the Ring. On one level, The Rules of Attraction is 
brilliant film-geek eye candy, borrowing liberally from the greats 
(Kubrick, Scorsese) to tell a story fundamentally not worth telling. 

So why see it? Well, aside from Avary's brand of rock and roll 
(by the way, the film has some of the most diabolically funny music 
cues ever, ranging from "Faith" to "Afternoon Delight" ), there's the 
acting; Van Der Beek is several continents removed from the Creek 
here, a lackadaisical sadist who shrugs between sensations, and 
Shannyn Sossamon, an empty pixie in most other roles, bruises and 
blossoms here as a self-hating virgin whose psyche is as snarled as 
her hair. Special mention must also go to Faye Dunaway and 
Swoosie Kurtz as out-of-it pill-popping matrons, Clifton Collins Jr. 
as a coked-up dealer who uses a certain 12-letter word as every part 
of speech, and the drop-dead hilarious Russell Sams as Paul's gay 
buddy Richard, who prefers to be called Dick. Sams' dinner chat 
with the mortified Dunaway and Kurtz scales the heights of Jim 
Carrey-esque mania; it's the film's highlight. 

So: masterfully directed, well-acted, and dead in the water 
dramatically and emotionally. Is this a recommendation? Hell, yes: 
Think of how many movies lately have been badly directed and 
acted and dramatically / emotionally stunted. This one has Eric 
Stoltz as a leering Irish professor, and Fred Savage tootling on his 
clarinet while riding a heroin high, and astudentwalkingbackwards 
through the snow, erasing his footprints as the snow flutters 
upward. And by example and without editorializing, The Rules of 
Attraction also manages to comment on the follies of excess and 
instant gratification. Speaking of the latter: I'll have that DVD now, 
please.
